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THE MESSAGE TO THE 
SEVEN CHURCHES 
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In this article we will take up the 
messages to the seven churches. The 
first church is Ephesus. It was the 
capital of proconsular Asia, an opu- 
lent city on the western coast of Asia ! 
Minor, located on the banks of the; 
Cayster and about forty miles Ss. E.! 
of Smyrna, Its harbor was ample. 

The Ephesians worshipped the As- 
iatic goddess Diana whose temple, 
one of the seven wonders of the world, 
made the city famous. We see from the 
foregoing, also from Acts 19, that the 
aity of Ephesus and almost all of 
Asia worshipped the goddess Diana. I 
now ask the reader to turn to Acts 
19 and read the entire chapter that 
you may get a clear view of the heath- 
en religion that existed in Ephesus. 

We want to remember that the seven 
churches represent seven periods of 
time during this gospel dispensation. 
Therefore, Ephesus represents the 
time during the lives of the Apostles 
and shortly after their deaths. The 
first statement that we wish to ob- 
serve is found in Rev. 2:2. “I know 
thy works, and thy labour, and thy pa- 
tience, and how thou canst not bear 
them which are evil: and thou hast 
tried them which say they are apos- 
tles, and are not, and hast found them 
liars.” The first thing that our Lord 
commended Ephesus for was her 
works. This is the outstanding fea- 
ture in the lives of all Christians and 
churches. I mean the Churches of 
God. We see the Lord expects the 
churches to have works. Ephesus had 
worked, labored, and had patience. I 
am persuaded that Ephesus was very 
loyal to the teachings of the Church, 
and that she had laboured hard for 
His name’s sake, even though she 
dwelt in the midst of heathenism. 
Therefore, the Lord commended her 
for her works and faithfulness. 

Another important work that exist- 
ed in the life of Ephesus was that she 
could not bear them that were evil. 
Again we believe that Ephesus stood 
in defense of the truth and against 
every evil. I am persuaded that if 
there were some church members in 
Ephesus that would not do right that 
she excluded them immediately. She 
could not bear them which were evil. 
This is the stand that every church 
should take for God, and if they will, 
I believe God will bless and give 
greater revivals for when a chureh 
is filled up with backslidden ebureh 
members, it excludes the Spirit of God, 
He will not work with evil. “Ye can- 
not drink the cup of the Lord, and 
the cup of the devils: ye cannot be 
pariakers of the Lord’s table, and of 
the table of devils. Do we provoke the 
Lord to jealousy? are we stronger 
than He?” 1 Cor. 10:21, 22. In other 
words can we compel God to come 
down and bless us and give us success- 
ful revivals overtop of the evils in the 
church? No. But we will work and 
labor hard for a revival. Then when 

lod fails to give us one, the complaint 
is made that everything was dead, but 
we do not know what the trouble is. 
I tell you dear reader that I believe 
there are many whose works are 
dead in the sight of God. Read 1 Cor. 
5:1-21. 

The next important work of Ephe- 
sus that we wish to call the reader’s 
attention to is that Ephesus tried 
them which said they were apostles, 
and were not, and found them to be 
liars. Remember the Ephesian period 
was during the lives of the Apostles 
and shortly after their deaths. There- 
fore, we believe there were many 
that claimed the gifts and other great 
experiences that would have made 
them equal to the apostles. But when 
Ephesus tried them they were found 
to be liars. Even unto this day we 
find many that are in error on these 
things. I have seen several that claim- 
ed spiritual gifts. However, the gifts 
usually claimed are those of healings, 
discernment and _ interpretations of 
tongues notwithstanding the fact that 
there are nine gifts to be manifested. 
In many instances the parties fail to 
give satisfactory results according to 
the Scriptures. Their works usually 
tend to confusion and strife instead 
of peace and unity of which God is 

the author. Sometimes so-called in- 
terpretations are claimed to be given

by those who claim these experiences 
and generally their interpretations 
are foreign to the Scripture of truth 
and sound doctrine. The. manifesta- 
tion of the so-called gift of discern- 
ment is usually of such a nature as 
to undertake to discern out the life 
of somebody that is serving God but 
fails to believe in the false works of 
the so-called discerner. In some in- 
stances letters have been written in a 
so-called spiritual handwriting and 
then given to the parties for whom 
intended that they might send them 
to a discerner miles away. There will 
be confusion, envy, and strife where 
such acts and works as these are al- 
lowed to continue. In fact, the peace 
of God and the unity of Christians 
will be broken and the whole affair 
will become a mass of confusion, for 
God is the author of peace. We have 
known of places where the saints of 
God were led away into confusion by 
such acts as are related above, The 
Apostle Paul stood against such and 





referred to such as_ false apostles. 
Ephesus tried them that said they 
were apostles, and were not, and 


found them liars. I believe that we 
are now entering into the awfulest 
time of spiritual deception that this 
world has ever known, when _ there 
will be false workers, false teachers, 
false prophets, false apostles, and 
false Christs that will do all manner 
of lying signs and wonders by Satanic 
powers. Therefore, the true ministers 
of the Gospel need to stand together 
in one spirit, with one mind striving 
together for the faith of the gospel, 
Phil. 1:27, and thereby denounce all 
the deceitful works of Satan. 

We will now notice Rev. 2:3, “And 
hast borne, and hast patience, and 
for my name’s sake hast laboured, 
and hast not fainted.” From the fore- 
going we can see very clearly that 
Ephesus had been labouring for His 
name’s sake. She was located in the 
very heart of heathenism and idolatry 
and had stood against evil workers 
and false apostles. But today how 
many are laboring exclusively for His 
name’s sake? I am persuaded that 
many are laboring for honorable posi- 
tions and the dollars they receive. 
Therefore, they will allow almost any 
kind of doctrine and work to exist 
rather than to go in and clean it uD. 
If they would clean up the work it 
would likely hurt their influence and 
cause them to lose favor with some. 
Consequently, their demand would not 
be so great. 

But I am glad today that there are 
some that will stand uncompromising- 
ly for the truth and will defend it to 
the last. However, this class of min- 
isters and officials is equally  criti- 
cized, Dear reacer please turn and 
read 2 Cor. 4:1-10; 1 Cor. 4:9-13. 

Nevertheless there was something 
wrong with Ephesus even though 
she poss: ssed ali these good qualities. 
She had left her first love. For this 
she was commanded to repent and get 
back to the first works. Likewise to- 
day there are many who have left 
their first love. They fail to love one 
another as they should, they fail to 
love their pastor, their state overseer, 
and those that are over them in the 
Lord; and in fact, they fail to love

I am afraid that many 
are rushed through to a pretended ex- 
perience in order to make a big report, 
and if our Lord should come their ex- 
perience would not stand. John said, 
“Bring forth therefore fruits meet for 
repentance.” O, I tell you that a great 
responsibility is upon us that labor 
for God. 

Another thing that was commend- 
able in the life of Ephesus was that 
she stood against the doctrine of the 
Nicolaitanes. It is said that the adher- 
ents of this doctrine believed in giv- 
ing their wives in marriage to others. 
We find some ministers today who are 
very fond of associating themselves 
with the opposite sex and in some in- 
stances they will leave their own 
wives and take other men’s’ wives. 
This shows that the doctrine of the 
Nicolaitanes and the doctrine of Ba- 
laam still prevail to an extent today. 
Therefore, we should stand firm 
against such deeds as did Ephesus. 
These doctrines also lead into free- 
lovism which causes men and women 
to kiss each other and then claim it 
is all right. But I tell you such ac- 
tions are contrary to God’s divine law. 

The reward of Ephesus is. clearly
